Dorothy Barclay, Parent and Child 
Editor of the New York Times, re- 
ceived the American Social Health 
Association’s Honorary Life Member- 
ship Award at a luncheon preceding 
the agency’s annual meeting on May 
9 at the Hotel Biltmore in New York 
City. 

Presentation of the Award was 
made by Frank H. Heller, Association 
president. Principal speaker for the 
event was Mrs. David C. Prince, a 
Member of ASHA’s Board of Direc- 
tors. 

Mrs. Prince cited Miss Barclay and 
said her columns in the Sunday Times 
are “meaningful to parents because 
she ‘digests basic research, reporting 
the results with humanity and com- 
mon sense.’ ”’ 

In acceptance, Miss Barclay said 
that “today’s Award is important, 
meaningful and deeply appreciated,” 


and added that she was pleased to 
have been chosen because of the “re- 
porting approach” of her column. 

Miss Barclay said the “form of the 
Award added to her pleasure,’ and 
that, pleasant as prizes and citations 
are to receive, they imply a ‘one-shot 
recognition of one particular piece of 
work or one particular period of past 
performance.” She said that a Life 
Membership connotes not only ac- 
ceptance of past work, but also a con- 
fidence in the likelihood of continuing 
responsible effort in the future.’’ She 
added, “It is a wonderful thing to 
know that in this transient world 
somebody besides my husband has 
chosen me for life.” 

Miss Barclay became a reporter for 
the New York Times in 1943. 

She is married to Stephen G. 
Thompson. 
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VD INCREASES—ASHA 
CALLS FOR FUNDS 


Early infectious syphilis in the 
United States is up 46 per cent in the 
first nine months of fiscal year 1960 
(July 1959 through March 1960) ac- 
cording to information just released 
by the American Social Health Asso- 
ciation. 

Concerned over this rise, both here 
and in other countries, the Board of 
Directors of The American Social 
Health Association has addressed a 
message to Arthur S. Flemming, Sec- 
retary of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. Signed by Association Executive 
Director, Conrad Van Hyning, it 
strongly urges that Congress increase 
Federal VD funds from the present 
$5.4 to $7.4 million and stresses the 
need for immediate action to protect 
“the precarious margin by which we 
maintain a slight measure of control’ 
over the venereal diseases. 

Data collected by ASHA from Can- 
ada, the British Isles and the United 
States show similar trends in recent 
months. In Canada, early infectious 
syphilis increased by 94 per cent be- 
tween 1958 and 1959, total syphilis by 
about 5 per cent. In the British Isles, 
VD is up substantially in all ages. 
Although verifiable data are not at 
hand, an official World Health Organi- 
zation Report issued in September 
1959 notes a ‘‘recrudescence’”’ of VD 
in France, Finland, Italy and various 
areas in Africa. 

In the United States, the most re- 
cent available data compares July 
1959 through March 1960 with the 
same period for last year. Twenty- 
eight states report increase and 
fifteen report decrease. (Seven have 
still to report.) 

Among the states reporting a sig- 
nificant number of cases, Louisiana 
shows an increase of 196 cases of pri- 
mary and secondary syphilis, up 245 
per cent. Texas, an increase of 296

cases, up 92 per cent. California, an 
increase of 100 cases, up 25 per cent. 
The State of Washington an increase 
of 130 cases, up 464 per cent. New 
York, an increase of 738 cases, up 
82 per cent. Pennsylvania, an increase 
of 152 cases, up 96 per cent. Florida, 
an increase of 129 cases, up 73 per 
cent. Illinois, an increase of 199 cases, 
up 40 per cent. 

In the United States, the total in- 
crease for calendar year 1959 over 
calendar year 1958 is 36.4 per cent 
for early infectious syphilis and 3.2 
per cent for gonorrhea. For the same 
period, early infectious syphilis 
showed an increase as reported by 
private physicians as well as clinics. 
The greatest rate of increase was 
among males reported by private 
physicians, 63.4 per cent. 

Teenage VD also showed a sig- 
nificant rise. More states and cities 
reported increases in VD among teen- 
agers in calendar year 1959 than in 
1958. In the 10-14 age group, 10 states 
and 8 cities reported increases in early 
infectious syphilis and 19 states and 
21 cities in gonorrhea. In the 15-19 
age group, 29 states and 21 cities re- 
ported increase in early infectious 
syphilis and 25 states and 43 cities in 
gonorrhea.
